Provincial Problems 
'Explained By J. R. Love

The meetings were all well attended 
and considerable interest was taken in 
the discussions which followed. Pro¬ 
vincial finances, the proposed provin¬ 
cial income tax,, and the liquor ques¬ 
tion being the chfef topics 1 * 

Outlining the conditions under 
which the Alberta Farfers were car¬ 
rying on during 1922, Mr^Love stated 
that in Manitoba the ^jjrerage price 
per bushel of wheat obtained by the 
farmer was 87c. and- the average 
yield per acre was 20.1 bushels: thug 
the average income of the Manitoba 
farmer per acre was $17.49. 

In Saskatchewan the returns to the 
farmer were smaller. His average 
price was 85c per bushel, his yield 
acre $17.22. 

In Alberta at. a greater distance 
• from the Lakes, and with a smaller 
yield the farmer obtained an aver¬ 
age of 77c on a yield of 11.4 bushels 
giving an average income per acre of 
$8.78. 

As a result of this condition the 
farmers of Alberta were on only half 
ag prosperous .as those of Saskatch¬ 
ewan and Manitoba. This meant that 
it was twice as hard for the Alberta 
Jai iu«-x to finance his private busi¬ 
ness. and twice as difficult to pay 
his taxes. 

The cause was largely due to 
drought conditions being prevalent 
throughout the province, which was 
greatly intensified by the grasshopper 
menace. Not only did this conditino 
prevail in 1922 but also in 1921 when 
the farmers acres based on wheat 
production only yielded an income of 
$8.79. 

This state of affairs was directly 
reflected in 'the provincial finance, 
and as a result there was owing to 
the province of Alborta at the close 
. o^fhe year 1922 approximately seven 
-million dollars unpaid and receiv- 
ablP reverra^-’:^^ unpaid taxes. 

In 1921 and 1922 the "actual revenue 
collected on income amount f e n short 
of the estimated revenue to be col¬ 
lected, leaving the province with a 
deficit of aproximately two million 
dollars for each of those years. 

- These deficits could only be avoid¬ 
ed in two ways: 1st, by increased 
taxation, which the people could not 
bear under existing economic condi¬ 
tions, 2nd, by an abrupt curtailment 
of public services which might couse 
great harm, and much hardship^ to the 
social welfare of our people. 

Considerable curtailments have 
been made to meet these unfortunate 
conditions. In the matter of income 
expenditure, leaving out of account 
the telephone dpartment which is 
more or less & self-suporting ctility, 
and leaving out interest upon pub-

W. J. Jackman has resigned as 
secretary of the Alberta wheat pool 
and his ‘ resignation has been accept¬ 
ed; but he will remain on the board 
of trustees representing the Edmon¬ 
ton district. 

K. H. Wood chairman of the pro¬ 
visional board of trustees, was re- 
etlected chairman of the permament 
board. N. P. Davison has been 
named as acting assistant secretary 
to W. J. Jackman until a permament 
secretary is appointed 

The trustees have decided to deal 
with farmers who have broken the 
agreement by selling their wheat 
through other agencies, it was stated. 
Breaches of agreement will be dealt 
with on their merits and a warning 
lias been sent to all members recall¬ 
ing the penalty for future breaches 
of agreement.

The need of immigration policy to 
bring people to Canada and some sort 
of a campaign as -well to keep them 
at home are emphasized by figures 
from the customs department regard¬ 
ing the incoming and outgoing or set¬ 
tlers’ effects. The figures are all ad¬ 
verse. While they are not considered 
oa unfailing criterion of what is going 
on, they are at least very suggestive. 

In the month of September the 
shipments of effects out of Canada 
were valued at $1,134,461 which was 
an increase of $209,450. In the same 
month the incoming effects were val¬ 
ued at $577,253 or about half of what 
went out. 

In the six months ended September 
the exported effects were $581,775 as 
compared with imports of $3,366,000.

The census officials tell us that 
the size of the Canadian family is 
dwindling. In 1881 there were on the 
av&ragd 5.33 persons to the Cana¬ 
dian family; in 1921 there were only 
4’62. Quebec is the saving exception 
to the rule, the average number ^there 
having increased in the fdrty year 
period from 5.33 to 5.34. But in the 
Quebec succumbed to the tendency 
in the older provinces, and only Al¬ 
berta and Saskatchewan showed a 
gain in the proportions of the average 
family. Barring this showing from 
the two prairie provinces, w r e shall as 
a nation have to fall back on the ar¬ 
gument that the quality is improving 
as the quantity shrinks. 


No Saskatchewan 

Wheat Pool This Year 


As far as the provisional director 
ate is concerned, the Saskatchewan 
Wheat Pool will not operate in time 
to take care of the 1923 crop, it was 
decided at a meeting of the share¬ 
holders in Regina Friday. With a 
reservation that “the final decision 
will rest with the permanent board 
which will be elected as soon as the 
required acreage has been secured.” 
the stand was adopted’ 

The late date at which the pool 
would.be r6ady to market the bal¬ 
ance of the 1923 crop is the reason 
given in the resolution, and the an¬ 
nouncement was made at the desire 
of contract signers who wished to 
know the intentions of the pool in 
this respect. 

A total of 208,415 acres have now 
been signed up under new contracts 
and waiveir and it is estimated at 
least 7.000,000 acres can be secured 
in the present campaign, including 
most of the acreage signed up under 
original contracts. 

•With original cantracts $22,849.50 
was received in cash and a further 
sum of $1,425.50 in cash w r ith waivers 
and new contracts The face value 
making the total receipts $94,947.90.

H’ W. Wood, president, of the Un¬ 
ited Farmers of Alberta and chair¬ 
man of the permanent board of di¬ 
rectors of the Alberta wheat pool, in‘ 
sued yesterday ofternoon, explained 
the position of the U.F.A. financially, 
and also insofar as it relates to. poli¬ 
tics in the . provinces, in answer to 
various charges. 

“Is there any movement within the 
U.F.A. organization to have the or- 
ganizationwithdraw from active par¬ 
ticipation in the poitical affairs of the 
province?” he was asked. 

“I don’t know of any' such move 
ment,’ was the reply. 

“Is the U.F.A. in serious financial 
difficulties ?” 

‘ 'The U.F’A. is in rather strained 
circumstances at the present time so 
far as ready cash is concerned, but 
there is nothing to be alarmed about,’* 
Mi*. Wood answered. 

“Is the U.F.A. in debt to the ex¬ 
tent of $9,000?” 

“I am hot able to get the exact 
figures but I understand it is a little 
less than $9,000, not counting the 
Home Bank deposit as an asset,’’.he 
replied. 

“To what do you attdibiite the de¬ 
crease in the membership of the 
U.F.A.?” was another question. 

“Primarily to the unprecedented 
financial conditions that have exist¬ 
ed during the last two years,” he said.

lie debt, the income expenditure on 
all public aervics has been reduced 
from $8,665,521 in 1921 to $7,990,442 
in 1923. For the five years previous 
to 1921 our controlajble expenditure 
had increased from $4,061,959 in 1916 
to $8,665,521 in 1921. An annual in¬ 
crease of over $900,000 per annum. 

REVENUE 

Income revenue from taxation and 
other sources, except telephones, in 


creased from $4,228,974 in 1916 to 
$9,005,862 in 1920 at the rate of 
$1,194,222 per year. The estimated 
* venue for this year is $10,154,620 
which is an annual increase of $382,- 
919 per year since 1921, or an approx¬ 
imate reduction in the trae of increas¬ 
ed revenue from taxation and other 
ources, of 68 per cent. 

CAPITAL REDUCTIONS 

Surplus capital borrowings which 
amounted to $18,580,320 in 1921 have 
.been reduced to 6,000,000 for the year 
1923. 

Seed grain and relief loans which 
let the Province ; v in for a sum 'of 
$5,143,000 have been practically dis- 
! continued. 

The ‘‘Cow Bill” which hos involved 
the province to the extent of about 
$1,500,000 has been abolished. 

In many cases people who took 
loans from the government for var¬ 
ious purposes, have left the province 
and many of these debts will ultim¬ 
ately have to be paid by the people 
who remain in the Province. The 
sooner such a policy of paternalism 
•s ^continued the better for all con¬ 
cerned. 

We are now paying annually in in- 


three million dollars. This together 
with the cost of Education which now 
amounts to $2,325,380. takes up over 
• leaving out telephones.) 

TAXATION PROBLEM3S 

The direct taxes on land such as 
the Wild Land Tax have produced 
about half a million dollars less re- j 
venue in 1922 than in 1920. 

In Saskatchewan these same taxes 
produced about half a million dollars 
more revenue In 1922 than in 1920. 

This shows that land and property 
taxes in Alberta are less capable of 
bearing the burden of taxation than 
in Saskatchewan (largely due to al 
verse agricultural conlitions during 
^he past years in Alberta). 

On the other hand the Dominion 
Income tax In 1922, took half a mil 
Hon dollars more out of the province 
of Alberta than it did out of the 
province of Saskatchewan with its 
170,000 more people to pay it. 

In 1922 the Dominion Government 
took out of the Province of Alberta by 
means of the income tax $2,020,890.25 
and gave back to the Province in 
compensation for lpublic lands only 
$562,500. 

By right and by the principle of 


the administration of its own natural 
resources and the revenue obtained 
therefrom. By the B.N.A. act Al 
berta should be left the field of di 
rect taxotion. It is noped the pro¬ 
vincial government will be success¬ 
ful in its negotiations for its Natural 
Resources. If further revenue is 
needed to carry on the public ser¬ 
vices of the Province of Alberta the 
fairest way of securing that revenue 
is through the Income Tax. 
REDUCTION IN SCHOOL GRANTS 

The reduction in school grants ha^ 
l\e*n critized, however even with the 
reductions, the total amount of the 
than ever before. In 1921 the govern- 
inent was bearing 8.3 per cent of the 
school grants is greater this year 
cost of operating our schools. The 
latest figures from the Department of 
Education is that the government is 
now bearing 11 per cent of the cost 
of rural education and 9 per cent of 
the cost of urban education. 

It is true that the reduction for 
village high schools has been much 
greater than the reduction for rural 
public schools. However, grants 
must be paid out of taxes collected.
